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Obikwu case still bleak

Fidelis Obikwu will be deported to 
Nigeria unless he and his lawyers can 
prove to the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturlaization Service that his return to 
Nigeria would result in possible 
prosecution and an ‘“exceptional 
hardship” for his wife and daughter wh 
are both US. citizens 


Last November Obikwu, an Ibo from 
Eastern Nigeria, was directed to leave the 
United States voluntarily or face 
deportation hearings 

At that time his lawyers were able to 
postpone the hearings by requesting that 
the immigration authorities reconsider its 
decision 

it has just recently announced, 
however, its refusal to change its first 
decision and has given Obikwu until April

5 to leave the country. Otherwise, 
deportation proceedings will begin and 
Obikwu and his attorneys must try to 
convince immigration officials that 
Obik wu should be allowed to remain. 

The dispute stems from an agreement 
Obikwu made before coming to the 
United States. He came here in 1965 
through the U.S. Agency for 
International Development (AID). Under 
this program foreign students receive 
their education here and agree to return 
to their homeland for two years to help 
develop their country 

Obikwu, who is a graduate of the 
University of California at Davis with a 
degree in agronomy and 1s stud ying 
biological sciences at SSC, may legaliy 
remain if 

1) His return would create an

child who is a citizen of the U.S., or 


2) H not return because he would

What started this man’s crusade for 
such causes?

“What To Do With Your Bad Car: An 
Action Manual for Lemon Owners” ts one 
of Nader’s more recent projects. Nader 


and two co-authors produced the actio: 
manual after collecting information fron 
concerned dealers, assembly-line anc 
engineering employees in auto plants anc 
over 4000 letters from “lemon owners.’ 


The book tells the consumer how to 
reduce his chances of buying a lemon, 
what to look for and what to avoid. 
Almost every possible aspect of buying a 
car is included in the manual. Those 
details which were missed in the first 
edition will be included in later editions, 
according to the authors. 


In addition to his two books, Nader 
has written articles appearing in ‘The 


Atlantic Monthly,” ‘Nation,’ “New 
Republic,’’ ‘‘Reader’s Digest,”’ 
‘*Economist,’’ ‘“‘Christian Science 


Monitor,’’ “National

Nader worked as a research assistant 
at Harvard Law School, and has been 
practicing law since 1960. He was an 
adjunct instructor in history for the 
University of Hartford and received his 
formal education at the Gilbert School, 
Princeton and Harvard Law School 


Nader recently returned from a visit 
to Japan where he encouraged consumer 
protection. Wherever the problems facing 
mankind are, it seems that Ralph Nader is 
already there or ts at least on his way 


Does Nader's work have an influence 
on those he criticizes? He spoke to 
Japanese governmental officials about 
calling back defective cars in the US., 
while not doing so in Japan. The next dav 
Honda recalled 63,000 autos in Japan. 
Honda said it had nothing to do with 
Nader. For Sure! 
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be subject to prosecution from race, 
religion, or political opinion 

The case is being appealed on both 
counts. Obikwu claims there is. still 
discrimination against Ibo’s as a result of 
the recent Nigerian war and that his 
wife and daughter would face 
“exceptional hardship” from the poor 
economic conditions of Nigeria. 

Immigration authorities conceded that 
prosecution has resulted towards those 
involved in the war but then stated there 
was no evidence to support that Obikwu 
would be subject to such treatment 

Immigration officials also admitted the 
poor economic state in Nigeria but 
contend that job opportunities for Ibos 
are increasing. However, there are still 
conflicting reports on the economic 
opportunities in Nigeria especially for 
Ibos 

Aside from the question of hardship 
for his wife and child and possible 
prosecution of Obikwu, another factor 
must be considered. If Obikwu is 
deported he will have to fulfill his two 
year obligation. He may then return here 
Since his wife and child are both 
American citizens his entry back to the 


states would be automatic. However, 
depending on the state of affairs in 
Nigeria, leaving that country could be 


extremely difficult 

Still unanswered are questions such as 
why a petition granting his eligibility for 
permanent status was held up for almost 
two years even though it was stamped 
“approved” seven months after it was 
submitted to the immigration authorities 
Did the immigration authorities never 
intend to let Obikwu remain? And could 
Obikwu, his wife and child return to the 
United States, in the event he 1s 
deported? And are there other Ibos who 
have been granted refugee status and have 
been allowed to remain? 

The Obikwu’s are hoping someone will 
set up a legal defense fund or offer any 
Aelp.

Natural foods

A full-time research sociologist, 
funded by a grant from the the 
U.S. Government, described one 
of the first observations he made 
in conjunction with a study he is 
doing of ‘quackery and faddism” 
among _ self-proclaimed health 
food buffs. Speaking at the Sutter 


Junior High Schoo! multi-purpose 
room in Sacramento fast week, 
Richard Hanson told a meeting 


of the National Health Federation 


how a woman plagued with a 
chronic case of arthritis, depressed 
by the repeated failures of 
medical doctors to relieve her 
affliction sought out a 
nature-cure health spa in a 


desperate moment 


“When she first came to the 
Herbert Shelton Health School in 
Texas, she was badly swollen with 
arthritis. The first thing they did 
was to take away ail the drugs she 
was taking and put her on a 
forced day fast She 
complained the first few days, of 
course, but later in the week the 
swelling started going down and 
the pain left her. Then they put 
her on a juice diet and instructed 
her in the preparation of natural 
foods.”

went on to say that 
now in its second year 
is finding out that there is much 
information which indicates that 
there is more to so-called 


quackery and faddism than meets 
the eye of the A.M.A. The natural 
food movement, as he perceives it 
is composed of clusters of people 
who oftimes parallel each other ir 
principle, though their 
perspectives on the use of certain 
foods may differ slightly. He 
found that people in the natural 
food movement are generally 


critical of the medical profession’s 
over-emphasis of the use of drugs 
and surgery 


Richard Hanson, a vegetarian 
and “health food nut” for some 
five years, is the recipient of a 
$68,000 grant from the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Weliare to study the subject 
of health foods for a three year 
period. He, along with other 
researchers, is using the facilities 
of the Department of Sociology 
and tie University of California at 
Davis to conduct his survey. He 
speaks with a Boston accent that 
sounds a lot like the late President 
Kennedy, and seems to emanate 
an aura of health and vitality.

as being a “health 
optimizing system,’’which seeks 
to eliminate most diseases by 
building up the resistance of the 
body to a very high degree by 
using only those foods with a 
maximum amount of natural 
balanced nutrition while devoid of 
all synthetic additives

Hanson's speech closely 


paralleled by remarks recently 
made by Dr. Emanuel Cheraskin 
and Dr. W.M. Ringsdorf of the 
University of Alabama Medical 
Center malnutrition (not 


undernutrition) afflicts 80 percent 
of the nation’s population. The 
body itself susceptible to 
cancer heart mental 
retardation, and colds because of 
diet deficiencies.” They als 
claimed that the majority of 
practicing medical doctors are not

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Are you making satisfactory academic progress this spring? If not 
you may be drafted next fall. Continuation of a student's II-S 
deferment depends upon his “‘satisfactorily pursuing a full-time course 
of instruction.” Unsatisfactory progress is a legitimate ground for 
denying a future HI-S 

The draft board must decide whether you made satisfactory progress 
during this academic year before renewing your II-S for the next 
academic year. Draft boards follow a key regulation that purports to lay 
down an ironclad definition of satisfactory progress: “A student shall be 
deemed to be ‘satisfactorily pursuing a full-time course of instruction’ 
when, during his academic year |{i.e., the 12-month period following the 
beginning of a course of study], he has earned, as a minimum, credits 
toward his degree which, when added to any credits earned during prior 
academic years, represents a proportion of the total number required to 
earn his degree at least equal to the proportion which the number of 
academic years completed bears to the normal number of years 
established by the school to obtain such degree.” 

Mercifully, this legalistic formula concludes with its own built-in 
illustration: “‘For example, a student pursuing a four-year course should 
have earned 25% of the credits required for his baccalaureate degree at 
the end of his first academic year, 50% at the end of his second 
academic year, and 75% at the end of his third academic year.”’ 

Suppose, however, that you are several credits shy of 50% at the end 
of your sophomore year. Can you be denied renewal of your II-S for 
your upcoming junior year? 

A negative response was recently handed down by the Court of 
Appeals for the Fourth Circuit (covering Maryland, West Virginia 
Virginia, North and South Carolina). The Court held in Coleman v 
Tolson that a student might still qualify for a HI-S even though 
technically he has not made satisfactory progress 

Coleman, himself, failed to earn 50% of his credits by the end of 
his second academic year in a four-year program. He was just seven 
credit hours short of being a full-fledged junior 

The deficit was not Coleman's fault. Instead, it resulted from a 
school policy of requiring certain freshmen to pursue three semesters, 
rather than the normal two, before qualifying as sophomores 
Consistent with this administrative policy, Coleman was a student in 
good standing in the eyes of the school. The school so informed 
Coleman's draft board, stating that he would fulfill ail his necessary 
credits within the two years !eft before receiving his degree 

But the school's affirmation did not satisfy the draft board 
Following the definition of satisfactory progress to the letter, the board 
reclassified Coleman I-A at the start of his third academic year and 
ordered him to report for induction. Finally, when Coleman’s case 
reached court, the Fourth Circuit ordered the draft board to classify 
him II-S. 

“Whether a student is ‘satisfactorily pursuing a full-time course of 
instruction,””’ the Court declared, ‘is a question of fact. In resolving that 
question the source of information and evidence is obviously the 
college administration. So long as a college certifies that a registrant is 
expected to graduate on time, and it appears reasonably probable that 
he can do so, he should be entitled to retain his II-S classification. When 
a college cannot certify that the registrant is expected to graduate on 
time, certainly a local board would have a basis in fact for terminating 
the deferment.” 

This judicial interpretation of satisfactory progress is both loose and 
reasonabie. It is loose because it departs from the strict letter of the 
regulations which Coleman's board blindly followed. The court’s 
departure is reasonable, however, because it looks toward the ultimate 
goal of graduation rather than the ups and downs of annual 
achievement. 

The Fourth Circuit by no means mandated that a draft board’s 
determination of satisfactory progress must always be controlled by 
the school’s certification. Quite to the contrary, the Court was careful 
to point out 
expected to graduate on time, in a given case a local board may 
nevertheless conclude otherwise, e.g., where the registrant is not passing 
the assigned work and has fallen further behind, there may be a basis in 
fact for discontinuing deferment.” 

The precedent set by the Fourth Circuit may help many of you in 
the next few academic years. Remember, even if the II-S deferment is 
abolished on June 30, those of you who were enrolled in college on or 
before April 22, 1976 will continue to remain eligible for the II-S 


under the rules that presently prevail. Therefore, the interpretation of 
current rules remain relevant for the future.

F.C.C. censor ruling 
politically motivated 


The recent Federal Communications Commission ruling that requires 
radio stations to be responsible of all songs broadcast through the 
airwaves, particularly those which glorify the use of illegal drugs, is the 
most biatant attack by a non-elective agency of the government on 
First Amendment rights to date 

As of yet, response to the ruling has been little, especially from the 
very institutions who are threatened. One local AM station, KNDE 
radio and Sacramento State's FM station, KERS, have come out 
editorially againsi the ruling, contending that this infringement on First 
Amendment rights may well lead to other infringements. They question 
the F.C.C.’s authority on this ruling, since the agency is non-elective 
and has no “will of the people’ behind it to justify its action. They 
question whether this ruling will lead to further censorship in the form 
of repressing all political comment. And rightfully they question 
whether this ruling means individual ownership of radio stations as a 
safeguard against government intervention in the area of 
communications is really a safeguard after all. 

Since the Federal Communications Commission has the authority to 
license stations, this power can be used as a lever of political control. 
To deny that ligensing is an indirect method of censorship is to be blind 
to the fact thet the government desperately wants to form and guide 
the opinions 6f the public. With control of the broadcast media, they 
partly achievé their objective. 


Infringement 


Currently within the communications field self-censorship plays a 
vastly important role. It exists to the extent that CBS, when pressured 
about its programming, subsequently cancelled the controversial 
Smothers Brothers’ Show within ten days. Television for the most part, 
and radio too, depend on the the audience for their livelihood. Simply, 
the broadcast media is divided between their entertainment and news 
reperting functions. Self-censorship in the news area has developed 
from the owner’s political beliefs, but until this F.C.C. ruling the 
entertainment portion of air time was in no way restricted except in the 
sense of certain ethical and moral standards. Now the F.C.C. has 
infringed on the entertainment time of the broadcast media, which to 
them an infringement on the very foundation of their 
business—economics. 

The F.C.C. ruling discounts the effectiveness of the electronics 
media's own censorship code. Failing to realize that programming is 
based purely on economic reasons, and not the “public’s best 
interests,” and because of this financial criteria self-imposed prior 
censorship is heavy, the commission has responded to governmental 
pressure to curtail criticism and dissent. 


Imagination 


Banning songs which supposedly glorify illegal drugs, drugs which 
many in the dissent movement feel should be legalized, effectively 
opens the door for further outside governmental censorship. Songs with 
lyrics like Quicksilver’s, “I've smoked marijuana but I can’t get behind 
your wars” are now being edited for words like ‘marijuana.’ Stations 
already edit songs for good taste, often refusing to play songs with an 
abundance of tasteless four-letter epithets. This ruling effectively 
curtails free speech or the right to utter what words you choose. It rakes 
a good deal of imagination on the Commission's part to believe that 
they are the guardians of public taste and morals. Just a3 in obscenity, 
the definition is an individually determined practice. 

Clearly the Spiro Agnew shadow has risen in the form of the F.C.C.’s 
ruling. Nicholas S. Johnson, chairman of the commission and the rest of 
the members should be castigated for having the audacity to usurp the 
guaranteed rights as set down in the Constitution. Whether it takes a 
court cast to determine the authority of the Commission, or a 
wholesale disregard for the ruling, opposition must be organized. We for 
one do not want Richard Nixon or Spiro Agnew telling us what we can 
say 


Police Science denigrates 
Student representation 


Relying on the guiding wisdom 
of faculty members, the school of 
Police Science recently voted to 
restructure the type of student 
representation present at its 
department meetings 

Prior to the move, students had 
enjoyed equal representation and 
voting rights with the 11 member 
Police Science department, except 


yn tenure issues. The restructuring 
denigrated the role of students to 
in advisory capacity with no 
voting rights According to 


minutes of departmental meeting 
13, the faculty decided 9-1 to 
establish ‘‘a Student Council 
which will be advisory by nature 
and shall report any majority 
opinions or action of the Student 
Council to the Chairman of the 
Police Science and Administration 
Department for his affirmative 
action of scheduling on the 
agenda for the next faculty 
departmental meeting.” 


The primary reason for the 
change, according to Chairman 
Paul Weston, was to solve the 
unwieldy nature of the 
departmental meetings which 
onsisted of 22 members. The 
normal operation of handling 


departmental business was 


hampered by the size of the 
voting body. Because of a general 
feeling among faculty that this 
problem had t be solved 


immediately, a compromise on 
the form of student 
representation was worked out, in 
other words the new Student 
Council 


Weston, when questioned about 
the feeling of frustration many 
students in the department 
expressed over the recent 
maneuver, commented that the 
department had explicitly sought 
student opinion on the matter at a 
recent departmental convocation 
and through a self-study 
questionnaire. The convocation 
failed because only one-twelfth of 
the Police Science students cared 
enough to attend. For that very 
same lack of interest the 
self-study questionnaire netted 
dismal results. Because these 
channels of student opinion 
showed a large degree of apathy 
present among the students and 
because there was an expedient 
need for reform, the faculty 
members relyed on their many 
years of experience to reach a new 
form of departmental procedure. 

Not only did the faculty 
establish a Student Council, but
